Radiation Resistance 


Germs that laugh at radiation 


arc being studied for clues to the 
mechanism of radiation 
resist- 


ance and how to protect other 
living things from deadly rays. 


These germs turned up in J!)55 


during tests aimed at preserving 
meat and other foods by ionizing 
radiation. Some bits of meat still 
spoiled, and were found to har- 
bor the resistant bacteria. Tht 
germs were able to survive 10,000 
times as much radiation as a hu 
man being can. They don't cause 
any disease, and arc easily killec 
by heat. The germs now have 
been found to be a new, distinct 
species, and tentatively have been 
named Micrococcus radiodurans,

the first flight—apparently will be 
far busier than the Soviet pilot 
was, doing more tasks.. Navy. 
Comdr. Shepard has been select- 
ed for the job, but some change 
could disqualify him. 


Detailed psychological, medical 


and technical knowledge is needed 
to write the book for man into, 
space. 


This astronaut will have -his 


memory culled of every last tid- 
bit of information on reactions 
and performance through verbal 
and written reports and tests.

The organizations asked bet- 
ter job protection'for workers af- 
fected by the I960 merger of the 
Erje ;»nd /Lackawanna railroads. 


The Interstate Commerce Act 


says that as a result of railroad 
mergers no employes may be 
place "in n worse position with 
respect to their employment" for 
four years from the date of the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commis- 


sion's merger order. For those 
who -worked for a railroad less 
than four years, the protective 
period would equal the time of 
their service before the merger. 


Counsel for the labor organiza-
